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ST. LOUIS FAIR. 
PLANS ARE HUGE 


As a Spectacle of Color and 
Increasing Motion It 
Promises to Surpass

St. Louls, Mo., April 12.—[Gpecial.J— 
Whether or not the world’s fair at St. Louis 
succeeds in reaching the mark set for it by 
Chicago is a matter about which experts are 
already disagreeing. No one can doubt, 
however, that as a spettacie, and in those 
features which appeal to the multitude from 
their color, their variety, and their con- 
stantly increasing motion, it will be a howl- 
ing success. The plans already on foot are 
almost startling in their magnitude in this 
direction, and while the directors and various 
chiefs of division are naturally secretive as 


to detail, their general plans are, of course, 


a matter of ordinary inquiry. 
I have referred already briefly to the great 
cascade scheme which R to be the central 


feature of the exposition, and to the exhibi- | 
tion of flying machines, which it is hoped | 
will set the pace for the world. In both} 


of these departments the fair will satisfy 
the showmen, and this will be none the less 
true of those peculiarly foreign and fantastic 
features which people have associated for 
ten years with the Midway plaisance in 
Chicago. | 

Buildings of Different Character. 

Zo far as one can judge from the buildings 
at St. Louis at the present time, they will not 
outrank and probably will not equal by a 
considerable degree those at Chicago. There 
will be no large building of the same type 
as that of the Manufactures and Liberal 
Arts at the Chicago exposition. This has 
not been from inability to compete in the 
mere covering of ground with building ma- 


terial, but from a well defined belief on the | 


part of the local managers here that the 
great building at Chicago, while a notable 
creation, was too big to be well adapted 
to exhibition purposes. 

There are to be here in St. Louis fourteen 
great palaces, many of which exceed in area 
any of those at Chicago with the exception 
of the Liberal Arts. Four of the St. Louis 
buildings are to have distinctively a southern 
flavor, because they will be built around 
great central courts of various shapes, filled 
with flowers and walks and fountains, and 
furnishing an interior lounging place which 
will be particularly grateful in this semi- 
southern latitude. These courts are to be 
kept free for the public, and will not be dis- 
graced with beer gardens, candy stands, or 
similar contrivances for making money and 
destroying good landscape effects. These 
interior courts are so spacious they give good 


opportunity for excellent lighting effects in 


the interior of the buildings. 


Lack of Variety in Plans. 

Seen from the brow of the hill, where the 
festival hall is to rise, the roof contours 
along the sky line are not as yet either novel 
or satisfying. A glance at the list of archi- 
tects of the different buildings will show that 
the local board has fallen into the error which 
was so skillfully avoided at Chicago. Too 
many local St. Louis architects have been 
employed on the buildings, and the types of 
the great palaces therefore do not show the 
variety which would have been arrived at if 
a studied effort had been made to distribute 
the architectural work among the best men 
in the profession throughout the country. 
The St. Louis men employed have been all 
of high grade, but a preliminary survey of 
the buildings as far as they go, with the 
elevations and general outlines of the draw- 
ings, would seem to indicate that there is 
nothing new or novel in the architectural 
treatment. 

It is also apparent that the location of the 
St. Louis fair is not nearly so good as that of 
Chicago. The loss of the beautiful lake effect 
is partially compensated for by the daring 
and artistic beauty of the cascade treat- 
ment, for which Mr. E. L. Masqueray, the 
chief of design of the St. Louis exposition, is 
individually responsible. It has been gen- 
erally supposed that the hills which form 
so prominent a part of the St. Louis site 
would prove to be exceptionally beautiful. 
This is only partially true, however, because 
the buildings are themselves so vast and so 
dominant that the hill effects are almost lost 
sight of, and when viewed from a distance 
would seem to furnish difficulty of trans- 
portation to a much greater degree than 
beauty of setting. 


Grounds Not Well Advanced. 

While it is quite true that the buildings are 
well advanced, it is equally a matter of note 
that the condition of the grounds is not so 
satisfactory. I have received the impression 
in some way that a little more ginger in the 
mechanism of the local board of directors 
would be in every way a desirable thing. 
The people of St. Louis have taken hold 
of the world’s fair as a duty and are proceed- 
ing methodically and without any surplus 
enthusiasm to carry it to a successful issue. 
That they will do so no one who knows the 
people of this city can doubt. They will sup- 


ply the brains, the energy, and the money 


needed, but they are doing it in their own 
way, and with an excessive deliberation, 
which is in sharp contrast with the super- 
abundant energy displayed by the managers 
of the Chicago fair. There is a vast amount 
of work to be done in the way of putting the 
grounds in order, finishing the lagoons, ad- 
justing the water supply, asphalting the ave- 
nues of the fair, and in getting the approaches 
to the buildings in condition for the in- 
stallation of exhibits. 


Hes Benefit of Chicago Study. 
When the Chicago fair was in process of 
construction, however, everything was new 
and untried. No similar exposition of any- 
thing like such magnitude had ever been 
held in this country, so that men had to learn 


new tasks, strange methods had to be de- 


vised, and the Chicago exposition managers 
practically created the new profession of 
fair builders. St. Louis has had the benefit 
of all Chicago's experiments, and has, there- 
fore, been able to avoid many blunders, much 
extravagance, and a vast amount of useless 
work. The St. Louis people have had the 
benefit of the expert knowledge of such 
men.as F. J. V. Skiff, who is director of the 
division of exhibits; Halsey C. Ives, chief 
of the art department; Willard A. Smith, 
chief of transportation; Dr. Selim H. Pea- 


body, the expert assistant to Director Skiff 


and a dozen others who had practical ex- 
position experience at Chicago, as well as at

Hugh Pentecost in New York Lecture 
Takes Issue of the President's Re- 
cent Utterances on Large Families 
—Declares Child Bearing Is a Crime 
When Children Are Brought Into 
the World Only to Become Slaves in 
Mills and Mines, |

New York, April 12.—[{Special.}—* Prest- 
dent Roosevelt's Nonsense About Race 
elde was announced as the title of an ad- 
dress by Hugh O. Pentecost in Lyric hall to- 
day. Speaking of the president’s recent ut- 
terances on “race suicide,” Mr. Pentecost 
said: | | 
he rabbit seems to be his ideal citizen,” 

In part Mr. Pentecost said: 

“The class of Roosevelt's ideal person is 
one who is ready to work, fight, suffer, and 
have children. He regards others as shirkers 
and criminals. This is the ideal man from 
the point of view of the ruling class. Such 
a man makes a good cousin. It alarms the 
ruling class when there appears an unwilling- 
ness on the part of the rest to do these things. 
But may not Mrs. Van Vorst and Theodore 
Roosevelt be mistaken in their judgment of 
these enemies of the race? | 


When Work Is Crime. | 

“To work is indeed a blessing, but only 
when you can do what you enjoy. To have to 
work as the Van Vorsts describe in their 
book is the crime of the universe. To fight 
for liberty and the advancement of the race 
is glorious, but to fight for conquest—to be 
drafted and made to fight—is a crime of 
magnitude. To suffer bravely if suffering 
eannot, be avoided is fine, but to be made to 
suffer, or to regard it as a privilege to suffer, 
is degradation. 

Crime Against the Race. 

“To be married and have children if you 
are intelligent and are sure you are bringing 
your children into a desirable world is well, 
but marriage and childbearing as it now goes 
on among the poor and ignorant is a crime 
against the race. Most married people 
among the ignorant are unfit to be married 
and to have children, as animals have young, 
without thought or purpose. 

Think of bearing a child to live in a tene- 
ment or to work in the cotton mills. If this 
were all there were to hope for the race had 
better commit suicide. As people become 
more intelligent they have fewer children, 


and I venture to say that after many people 


have had children grown if they had the ex- 


perience over again they would have none. 


“I wouldn’t take a million apiece for the 
children I have, but I wouldn't give 15 cents 
for another. See how the finger of scorn is 
pointed at France. She is the most advanced 
nation today. | : | 


Better No Children than Slaves. 

“ Young working men and women who are 
postponing or avoiding marriage are grow- 
ing wise. They are showing that wisdom 
and judgment are becoming stronger than 
animal heat. The old slave owners used to 
encourage the birth of children among their 
slaves, for every child born increaged 
wealth. It is the same now, and as long as 
conditions remain as they are now it is fool- 


ish for working people to marry, and still 


more foolish for them to have children if 
they do marry, for every child born to them 
is a new little slave of mine or mill.“ 
Mr. Pentecost, as evidence of his theory 
that the wisest men do not rear big families, 
cited these characters in history: Washing- 
ton, Jefferson, Hamilton, Paine, Clay, Web- 
ster, Emerson, Whitman, Phillips Brooks, 
Plato, Aristotle, Shakspeare, Goethe, Car- 
lyle, Spencer, Alexander, Cesar, Napoleon, 
Confucius, Zoroaster, Buddha, Moses, Mo- 


hammed, Jesus Christ, Peter, Paul, and John.

‘MASKED ROBBERS 
HOLD UP A CAR 


Boarded and Nine Per- 
sons Lose Their 
Valuables. 


MAKE THREATS TO KILL 


Pistol Placed at Woman’s Tem- 
ple While Eight Men 
Raise Their 
Hands, 


With a woman screaming and with eight 
men holding their hands in the air three 
masked robbers took possession of a Grand 


and proceeded to relieve the passengers of 
their cash and valuables. 

Each of the robbers carried a revolver, and 
threats of death brought the eight men under 
subjection. The woman, however, screamed 
for the police, and was not quieted till one of 
the highwaymen placed his pistol at her 
temple and told her he would fire unless she 
desisted. 

The holdup of the car occurred at Grand 
avenue and Franklin boulevard, a lonely sec- 
tion which is sparsely settled. The only 
policeman who has been seen in that section 
recently lives out that way. The escape of 
the robbers was easy. 


Victims of the Robbers. 
Those who were in the car and who were 
relieved of their valuables were: 
Motorman Michael Ruffell, robbed of $5. 
Conductor Harry Purdon, robbed of §80 and a 
watch. 


William H. Most, robbed of watch. 
Otto H. Soeffling, 1530 West Division street, 


robbed of $10. j 
William Pigott, 1608 West Division street; 
robbed of $3 and a watch. 
William Shea, 637 North Avers avenue; robbed 
of $8. ! ; 
Max Crouse, 1863 Grand avenue, robbed of smal 
change. 

Unidentified woman, had no valuables, frigh 
ened into hysterics by threats of robbers and 
police; did not learn name. 

Robbers Divide Their Work. 

The street car was west bound in Grand 
avenue, and had proceeded into the lonely 
district for some distance when Motorman 
Ruffell saw three men beside the track ahead 
of his car. He brought the car to a stop, 
and one of the men stepped on to the plat- 
form beside him, while the other two boarded 
the rear platform, where Conductor Purdon 

The conductor, not noticing the masks, 
gave the signal to proceed, and was about 
to enter the car to collect the fare from the 
man on the front platform when he was 
halted by a command to hold his hands up. 
He complied at the point of a revolver in 
the hands of one of the men on the rear plat- 
form. 

In the meantime the man on the front plat- 
form had produced a revolver, and ordered 
Motorman Ruffell to shut off the electrical 
power and hold up his hands. He did as 
ordered, and in a moment the car was at a 
standstill. 


Woman Threatened with Death. 

While two of the robbers guarded the 
motorman and conductor the third robber 
entered the car and shouted “ Hands up!“ 
at the same time flourishing a revolver. 
The woman began to scream and the men 
sank back in their seats, with their hands 
elevated. The woman, however, sprang to 
her feet and screamed. 

“Sit down or [I'll plug vou,“ warned the 
robber. The woman obeyed, but she placed 
her hands before her eyes and continued her 
cries. Then it was that the robber placed 
his revolver against her head and told her to 
cease or he would kill her. 

While the passengers were being robbed 
by the highwayman in the car, the robber 
on the front platform had taken Ruffell’s 
money and the conductor had been robbed 
of $30 and his watch. 

Finally the robber who had entered the 
ear returned to the rear platform, conversed 
with the robber guarding Purdon for a mo- 
ment, and then sprang from the car. 

The robber on the front platform then or- 
dered Ruffell to start his car. The speed 
was increased slowly, at the orders of the 
robber, until a block had been traversed, and 
then the two robbers sprang to the ground 
and disappeared. 


Police Told of Losses. 

A few moments later a car running in the 
opposite direction appeared. The passengers 
boarded it and returned to Milwaukee ave- 
nue, and then to the West Chicago avenue 
police station, where the story of the holdup 
was told. | 

Conductor Purdon furnished the police with 
descriptions of the men who boarded the 
rear platform, while the motorman was able 
to give a fair description of the man who 
guarded him. 7 

The woman was so hysterical that she was 
unable to tell her name or give any version 
of the robbery. She left the police station 
shortly after arriving there.

Dr. Wiley’s food experiments are’ con- 
ducted with the strictest secrecy. A dozen 
or more young men connected with the de- 
partment of agriculture have for several 
months been living on a diet prescribed by Dr. 
Wiley, who is seeking to determine the chem- 
ical effects of borax and pther chemiicals on 
prepared food. : 

Due to Some Chemical. 

Nevertheless, as the young men are not 
kept indoors all the time it has been im- 
possible to conceal the outward effects which 
the polsoned food may have upon the 
subjects. It has only developed within the 
last week that all who have been at the 
doctor’s table are taking on the pink com- 
plexion. It is not thought that this is due 
to borax which has been given to the young 
men in their food, but to some chemical in- 
gredient which has been mixed with the 
food unknown to the subjects. 

The discovery that Dr. Wiley’s boarders 
are turning pink at first caused some alarm, 
but a thorough examination was made of 
the young men and all were found to be ina 
perfectly healthy condition. 3 

-Claims Drugs Are Harmless. 

The only admission that will be made at the 
department is that the drugs used in the 
food have, up to date, proved absolutely 
harmless. The pink complexion which some 
chemical evidently causes gives the men a 
healthy appearance, such as would result 
from good circulation of blood brought on by 
outdoor exercise. No one engaged in the ex- 
periments has been able to determine what 
chemical has produced this change, or if he 
has he will not tell.

Workers in the Packing Houses Demand 
Suitable Places to Eat Their 
Noonday Meals. 


Workers in the packing houses at the stock- 


> yards want lunch and rest rooms provided 


where they can eat their noonday meals. 
The women who have organized in alliance 
with the Packing Trades council have re- 
quested the packing companies to do some- 
thing in the matter, and the need of ade- 
quate facilities for the men is said to be 
even greater than for the women. 

The girls,“ said one of them last evening, 
“work chiefly painting and labeling, and, 
with a few exceptions, have to eat where 
they are employed. Often they can taste the 
paint in their lunches. They do not get away 
from their work all day and their health 
suffers."’ 

The men are said to work in more uninvit- 
ing surroundings than the women. They 
have only half an hour’s rest at noon, and 
few can endure to open their lunches and 
eat in the rooms where they toil. The?craw! 
‘out on sheds and box cars, sit in the shade 
of the yards buildings in fair weather, or go 
over to Ashland avenue and sit in the saloons. 

The women have made big progres# with 
their union since it was organized last year. 
It now has 1,200 members, which, Mollie M. 
Daly, the president, estimates to be more 
than half the number of women in the pack- 
ing houses. Since the formation of the 
union it has received an increase of 10 per 
cent in wages.

RAIN UNCOVERS 
STREET PAVING. 


Washes Dirt from Downtown. 
District, but Aggravates 
Conditions in Other 
Sections. 


EXPECT MUCH OF MAYOR 


Citizens Hope for as Vigoroug 
Cleaning Crusade as Munic- 
ipal Finances Will 

Permit, 


Chicago people who ventured @wntows | 
after yesterday's hard rain caught a glimpse 
of some clean city streets—cléan, at least, for 
Chicago. The downpour had swept the 
asphalt and partly unearthed the granite 
blocks from their winter covering of dirt. 

In other parts of the city, however, the 
rain emphasized the wretched condition of 
the roadways, turning them into a succession 
of puddles or seas of mud, through which 
pedestrians and horses floundered. 

Sunday is Mayor Harrison's day of rest, 
consequently he declined to outline any plans

for cleaning up Chicago that he may have 


in mind. He declined to discuss the action 
of the Merchants’ club Saturday night, but 
his friends believe he will soon take such 
action as the state of the city’s finances will 
permit to give the streets the thorough spring 
cleaning they have not had but have needed 
for so many years. 


Increases Cost of Teaming. 

Merchants whose business demands much 
teaming declare that present street condi- 
tions are costing business men large sums 
of money every year. Their wagons, they 
say, cannot carry full loads because the 
bad pavements and mud coated streets make 
the task of hauling wagons far greater than 
it would be over well paved streets. 

Another heavy item of loss to merchants is 
the clouds of dust that every passing wind 
drives through the unswept streets. This 
refuse is carried into every store and costly 
window displays suffer severely despite 
every effort to shut out the clouds of dirt. 


Piles of Dirt Unmoved. 

Bad as are these.conditions in the business 
center; where an effort is made to sweep 
the streets, they are as nothing compared 
with the state of affairs found in the out- 
lying wards and the principal business thor-, 
oughfares of the three divisions of the city, 

There the piles of dirt and refuse still lle 
as they did when the last of the winter snow 
melted and uncovered them weeks ago. And

The suggestion that the street cleaning 
patrol be revived met with much commen- 
dation yesterday. It was declared that such 
a move would be a long step toward secur- 
ing clean streets in many districts where 
present conditions are causing bitter pro- 
tests. 

Complaints from Twenty-first. 

In the mayor’s ward, the Twenty-first, the 
citizens who are not satisfied with the city’s 
work in, cleaning the streets have the as- 
phak in front of their residences cleaned. 
and the garbage and ashes removed from 
their alleys by contractors. The same thing 
is done in many other parts of the city, es- 
pecially in the boulevard sections. It is ex- 
pensive for the property owners, but they pre- 
fer to submit to the extra outlay than to 
mul and dust. | 


Citizen Advances Some Ideas. 

The following communication to THE TRIB- 
UNE sets forth some south side conditions: 

Mayor Harrison is right when he says 
that dirty streets largely result from the op- 
position of property owners. If any one will 
go to the intersection of Thirty-ninth street 
and Vincennes avenue, look north, and view 
the mudholes, and then look south, he will 
recognize the truth of this. The difference 
arises from the fact that the avenue is paved 
with asphalt from Thirty-ninth to Forty- 
seventh street. 

“ Prairie and Indiana avenues are in a 
desperate condition from Thirty-ninth street 
north. Wabash, Cottage Grove, and Michi- 
gan avenues being paved are more or less 
dirty from the mud brought to them from the 
unpaved cross streets. Let all the streets 
from Thirty-ninth north be paved, as well 
as the cross streets, and a vast district will 
be as clean as the streets of any great city. 


Require Police to Enforce Law. ; 

The police force should be required to see 
that the city ordinances are enforced, as re- 
quired of police in other cities. I have fre- 
quently seen the sweepings from the stores 
swept into the gutters in the central retail 
district at different hours of the day, and no 
one interfering. Today great quantities of 
paper were flying along Indiana avenue, from 
Thirty-nin street north and south, pre- 
sumably by indifference of the van employés 
when removing household goods. 

It has often been a source of wonder that 
the gas mains are laid in the streets instead, 


of in the alleys. If the latter policy was the 


rule the streets would not be torn up, the 
sidewalks and grass plats destroyed, and the” 
shade trees lining the streets be ruined by 
escaping gas. 

“Ride south from Van Buren street for 
miles, and at a glance to either right or lef@ 
the filthy condition of the cross streets from 


Clark to the lake is apparent. The disgrace- 


ful condition of these streets detracts great- 
ly from the appearance of the north and 
south paved streets by their contrast, as well 
as by the filth brought on to the latter by the 
wheels of vehicles. 

Note the vacant lots along the avenues 
and boulevards, overgrown with weeds and 
dotted over with papers and debris of various 
kinds. The great billboards are a nuisance, 
as well as dangerous to life and limb in case 
of high winds. It would add to the value 
of vacant lots on desirable streets to fence 
them with pickets four inches wide, spaced 
two or three inches and six feet high.“ 

Minwegen Wants Alleys Paved. 

Ald. John Minwegen, chairman of the 
council committee on streets and alleys 
north, agreed with many of the suggestions 


in the foregoing communication. 


Chicago people can best improve the con- 
dition of the streets by not opposing special 


assessments for pavement,’ said the alder- 
man. That is the key to the whole situa- | 


tion. Pave the streets and alleys, and there 
will be no mud to foul the streets. Property 
owners should pave their alleys without as 
sessment proceedings. — 

Voluntary inspectors working under the 
direction of improvement clubs have been 
tried and found wanting. The police should 
be instructed to keep a strict watch on 
violators of the law which forbids throwing 
débris in the streets. Bonfires should not 
be allowed in streets—even on election night~-. 
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“Bor they ruin the asphalt or cedar block 
; pavement. As to vacant lots, they can be 
‘greatly improved by being graded and 

with grass seed in the spring.“ 


Wants Children to Help. 
Emmone J. Alden, ward superintendent of 
the Twenty-first, the ward in which the 
mayor lives, suggested that organizations be 

- formed among school children for keeping 
the streets free from paper and other débris. 

“The youngsters will take a great deal of 
interest in the work.“ said Mr. Alden, and 
through them it will be possible to secure the 
cooperation of their parents. Prof. David 
Swing once said that a man's home extend- 
ed from the middie of the street in front of 
his premises to the middle of the alley at 
the rear.’ That is the idea which should 
prevail in cleaning the city. 

“In Boston property owners are required 
to clean the snow from the space in front 
of their property for several feet beyond the 
curb line, but in IIlinots the Supreme court 
has decided that municipalities may be re- 
quired to clean the walks. Pavement of al- 
leys is as important as the pavement of 

-etreets. In my ward there are ten miles of 
broken and unpaved alleys.” 

Blames Property Owners. 

Corporation Counsel Charles M. Walker 
also said the property owners were partly to 
blame. 

| “It is true that the failure of property 
@wners to pave their streets is largely re- 
4 sponsible for the filthy condition of those 
streets that are paved.“ said Mr. Walker. 
A section of Elm street, near my house at 
8302 La Salle avenue, was unpaved for sev- 
ral years owing to the opposition of a few 
dt the property owners. Certain of the down- 
town streets which are paved with granite 
biocks should be recovered with asphalt, 
“where the traffic is not too heavy, that ex- 
pedient having been declared practical by 

asphalt pavement contractors. 

* But if the streets of New York are cleaner 
than those of Chicago,“ concluded Mr. 
Walker, it is because there is only half the 
mileage in the eastern city, and the appro- 
priation for cleaning them per mile is about 
ten times as large as it is in Chicago.“

LIFE STORY OF 
GEN. MACDONALD. 


T. P. O’Connor Writes of the 
Notable Career of Brit- 

ain’s Greatest Soldier. 

KNEW NOTHING OF FEAR. 

| 

10 Battle His Coolness Was That 

of a Man Whose Brain Was 
Packed in Ice. 


{BY r. P. O'CONNOR.} | 
LONDON, April 4-—Other generals were 
more powerful, more respected, regarded 
moreas the men to hold large ideas and con- 
duct huge operations, but the popular favor 
ite of the army was undoubtedly Hector Mac- 
donald. There were several causes for this 
preference. The fact that he rose from the 
ranks of the people, that he was, as a great 
Scotch nobleman said, “a son of the soil,” 
that he was a soldier by choice and by in- 
stinct. that he had made his way upwards 
from the lowest to the highest ranks—all 
these things undoubtedly appealed to a na- 
tion that always desires to see the rise of 
merit from lowliness to distinction. 

But even all these things could not have had 
the effect of making Hector Macdonald the 
idol he was if it had not been for the person- 
ality of the man himeeif. There is always 


something in a man whose courage rises 


equal to all emergencies—incapable of yield- 
ing. or softness, or even wavering—in short, 
whose courage was perfect—which appeals to 
human nature more than any other human 


} quality; more than genius, more than good- 


ness. And the courage of Macdonald was 
of that kind. : 
Courage of the Man. 

It was this quite perfect courage of the 

man that accounted for his whole career. 
There is scarcely a step of it which was not 
marked by some act of desperate and 
heroism which made this man stand out 
from tens of thousands of other brave men. 
It ie one of the strange things of human 
nature and human life how one single man 
can thus command attention and admira-. 
tion and leap from the obscurity and equality 
of ordinary life to the front of the battle 
from out all around bim. 
It wasn’t that Macdonaid, in Afghanistan, 
in Egypt, in the Transvaal, was not sur- 
rounded by brave men; possilily as brave men 
as the world holds were encompassing him. 
It was that there was something supreme 
in his cold courage that made them all in- 
stinctively feel that here was their born 
leader, their natural, instinctive, irresisti- 
ble chief. In all ranks of life there is always 
a supreme man; in his rank Macdonald was 
the supreme man. 


Near Death at Majuba. 

Two scenes in particular stand out from 
his career as evidences of this extraordinary 
and supreme courage. That scene at Majuba 
hill is one which was only possible to a 
man of extraordinary daring that doesn't 
know the meaning of fear, and that can look 
into the jaws of death without even a tremor 
or even a consciousness of its horror. The 
story has been told so often that one has 
almost to apologize for recapitulating it, 
but I must embody it in this article for the 
purpose of illustrating my view of Mac- 
donalds character. At Majuba, Macdonald 
was a lieutenant in the Gordon Highlanders; 
he had already got so high by his bravery 
in Afghanistan; and here is what occurred: 

The Gordons formed part of the force that 
on the night of Feb. 26 Sir George Colley led 
to their doom on Majuba hill. The disaster 
occurred. on the following day. After Colley 
had been shot a small remnant of the Gor- 
dons remained. Lieut. Macdonald stubborn- 
ly fought a hopeless contest for seven hours. 


Spared for His Bravery. 


but helpiess, he found the Boers upon him. 
But the weapons of his schoolboy days were 
of some effect. He promptly knocked down 
three of his enemies in succession with his 
fists. The fighting farmers of the Transvaal 
are men of courage, who know how to ap- 
preciate that quality in others. One ofthem 
was covering Macdonald with his rifle. Hec- 
tor Macdonald's life was not worth a second’s 
purchase. But, as the farmer was about to 
shoot, another—one of the threg who had felt 
the hardness of Macdonald's fist—called to 
his fellow to spare that brave man.“ And 
spared he was. 

Just reflect on that scene for a moment. 
Think of the panic and despair by which 
Macdonald was surrounded; that the day 
had gone irretrievably against his comrades; 
that a hundred rifies were leveled at his 
breast; and that his only answer to all this 
terrific panoply of peril was to fight with his 
gun as long as he had one and then with his 
fists. There is not. in history a more ex- 
traordinary example of absence of fear and 
grim tenacity in fighting unto death. One 
man like that is undoubtedly more than a

out in the career of Macdonald is that at 
Omdurman. It is evident that the credit 
of that great victory is almost entirely due 
to Macdonald. Kitchener had ordered the 
troops to enter Omdurman, and the adwance 
had already begun there when it was found 
that there was still an army of 20,000 der- 
vishes, fresh, brave, unconquered, ready 
once more to face the Maxims and to make 
a last desperate attempt to conquer or die. 

The worst of the position, too, was that 
these dervish forces were advancing on Mac- 
donald's troops from two sides, and that it 
appeared more than probable that if he de- 
feated the one body he would be overwhelmed 
by the other.

“The brain was working as if packed in 
ice ’’—that is a fine phrase, and it gives one 
en idea of what Macdonald was like in hours 
of supreme danger.

He had already 
saved the situation by his great courage, his 
extraordinary presence of mind, his prompti- 
tude of judgment, and his bulidog tenacity. 


When Macdonald Came Home. 
Everybody in England realized this mighty 
deed, and when Macdonald came home he 
was the idol of the people, and especially of 
his own people. The old Highland clans felt 
in him there had been a revival of all 
the gallantry of their brave race, and what

In person, ‘ Old Mac’ is of middle height, | 
but broad—so sturdily built that you might 
imagine him to be armour-plated under his 
clothes.

I would add to this that Macdonald had a 
black haired, bullet head, a strong and some- 
what rough nose, a round and somewhat 
chubby face, mainly remarkable for the 
strength of the jaw. and pleasant eyes, not 
brilliant, with none of the strange, magnetic, 
affrighting gaze one sees in the eyes of 
Kitchener; with none of the quiet, leonine 
repose of the great hazel eyes of Sir Henry 
Stanley; with none of the bright brilliancy 
of alert observation in the blue eyes of Lord 
Roberts—just open, candid, average eyes. 


Manliness and Bulldog Power. 


But of course I saw Macdonald at a dis- 
advantage. He was one of the men who 
ought never to have appeared out of uniform. 
He gave you the idea of strength, and splen- 
did manliness, and bulldog power, but there 
was nothing of distinction in his air, in his 
manner, or in his dress. He just looked a 
‘Tommy, and a Tommy in his Sunday clothes, 
which isnot Tommy at his best. 

If I remember rightly the clothes were 
dark, were not well cut, gave you an impres- 
sion of squareness rather than curves; in 
short, suggested the bourgeois citizen in his 
Sabbath garb. And the manner was pretty 
much the same; it lacked distinction. But, 
on the other hand, there was much compen- 
sation for all that in the quietsimplicity, the 
utter absence of pretense or self-conscious- 
ness. If this man was a hero, he himself was 
the last person to know it, and would never 
have thought of proclaiming it by a word or 
a look. 

There was, too, in the mana certain bright- 
ness of humor characteristic of his race. He 
enjoyed a joke, and made one now and then, 
and his smile then was pleasant; indeed, ex- 
cept in battle perhaps, there was nothing 
grim at all about the man. For instance, Mr. 
Bainbridge asked him what was his solution 
for the Transvaal difficulty—we were then in 
the midst of the negotiations that ended in 
war—and Macdonald, with a twinkle in his 
eye, said he would land a few army corps in. 
south Africa and answer Mr. Kruger after 
that fashion. He himself knew that it was a 
soldier’s rough and ready method of solving 
a difficulty, and he laughed good humoredly 
as he expressed the opinion. . 

It is evident that for some time past Mac- 
donald's mind was unhinged. The wound he 
got in south Africa; perhaps the strain of the 
work there; perhaps some personal disap- 
pointments—evidently destroyed that gayety 
of spirit which once was his; and the thin 
partition which divides reason from metal 
disease in so many men had broken down. 
It is, then, as of a man broken in health and 
mind that one must consider his last months 
of life. And his death, at all events, is an 
atonement and a reparation. | 
Tranquilly—so tranquilly that the dom- 
inant expression of his face after painful 
and self-inflicted death was peace—without 
a moment's doubt or hesitation, with the 
same promptitude as he turned defeat into 
victory in a battle’s supreme hour of trial, 
Macdonald tried, and condemned, and exe- 
cuted himself.

BERLIN, April 12.—The kaiser has decided

This can be appreciated when one realizes 
the exceedingly military like discipline ob- 
served in the German diplomatic service, and 
that promotion is adjusted according to 
length of service and rank. Baron von Stern- 
burg's sudden leap from a consular position 
practically to that of an ambassador is 
almost unprecedented in the annais of Ger- 
man diplomacy and consequently there is 
much silent protest and bitter resentment. 
The statement that former Ambassador 
von Holleben will soon leave for Washington 
to present his letter of recall is erroneous. 
He will not go to Washington. This is af- 
firmed by the fact that Baron von Sternburg 
has now been provided with the necessary 
credentials as German ambassador. It ap- 
pears that his period of probation has been 
succesaful, despite the embarrassing posi- 


tions in which the home government has been | 


placed by some of his indiscretions and the 
enmity aroused in the foreign office and 
members of the embassy staff at Washington 
by his sudden promotion. | 


READY TO REBUILD CAMPANILE. 


Historic Facts Are Discovered by Exam- 
ination of Bricks from Ruins 
of Old Tower. | 


[RY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

ROME, April 12.—The first stone of the new 
campnile at Venice will be laid April 25. 
It is hoped by next spring that considerable 
progress will be made and that the whole will 
be finished by the spring of 1906. 

In the course of a lecture on various data 
provided by the examination of the remains 
of the fallen tower it was said that the 
shape of the bricks proved then to have 
been used for various purposes at a previous 
stage. Their use was for arches, fortifica- 
tions, the tops of walls. etcetera. A most im- 
portant fact is that they are not Venetian, 
but Roman bricks. 

Moreover, when they were manufactured 
they were not manipulated like modern 
bricks, but were formed from slices of clay as 
it was found. without the natural layers being 
disturbed. This process resulted in each in- 
dividual brick being able to support a weight 
quite four times as great as the modern ones. 

The bricks examined are of the first cen- 
tury. One bore the impression of a horse- 
shoe, conclusively proving the debated point 
that horseshoes then were in use.

SAILS ON JEANNE DARC. 


Sultan of Morocco and Bey of 
Tunis Arrange for Meeting 
of Great Moment.

After a short stay in Marseilles, where 
great fétes will be given in his honor, Presi- 
dent Loubet will embark next Tuesday on the 
new warship Jeanne d' Are, and, accompanied 
by MM. Fallieres, Delcasse, and Pelletan, 
and escorted by the battleship Saint Louis, 
will proceed to Algiers, where a large Frenc 
fleet is assembled to receive him. Squadron 
of British, Italian, and Russian warships 
are also now assembling at Algiers in his 


honor.

The president will remain in Algeria until 
April 26, visiting important points in the col- 
ony, both on the coast and in the interior. It 
is expected that during his stay a meeting 
will be arranged with the sultan of Morocco, 
the latter coming to some point in Algeria 
near the Moroccan frontier for that purpose.

TWO MURDERS, TWO ATTEMPTS, 
AND A SUICIDE IN BUFFALO. 


Polish Citizen Shoots at Landlady, 
Wounding Her, and Kills His Own 
| Son—Husband Tries to Kill Wife. 


Buffalo, N. T., April 12.—[{Special.]—The 
murder of a boy by his father, the fatal 
wounding a woman by the slayer of the 
boy, an attempt at murder, a fatal quarrel, 
and a suicide are among the crimes of Easter 
Sunday in Buffalo. 

Joseph Kwaitkowski, 51 years old, a Pole, 
is locked up at police headquarters for shoot- 
ing his landlady and killing his own 9 year 
old boy. 

Kwaitkowski formerly was successful in 
business, but since the death of his wife 
business difficulties drove him to drink. He 
had been rooming at 190 Coit street. The 
owner of the house is Mrs. Tekla Wolinski. 
The children of the two families were con- 
stantly quarreling. Tonight K waitowski re- 
‘turned home and found the children in the 
usual turmoil. Mrs. Wolinski notified him 
that he would have to move, whereupon 
Kwaitkowski drew a revolver and began fir- 
ing. Mrs. Wolinski was shot in the breast 
and mortally wounded. 


Kills His Own Son. 

Kwaitkowski fired several more shots, one 
of them striking his own 9 year old son Pe- 
ter, killing him instantly. 

The police, when they arrived, fired about 
thirty shots through the windows, but failed 
to hit him. Kwaitkowski continued to fire’ 
until his ammunition was exhausted, when 
the police battered down the door and over- 
powered him. 


Shoots at Wife, Takes Poison. 

George Denning, 55 years old. had been sep- 
arated from his wife for some time.

to return to him. She refused. He drew a 
re volver and fired.

BIG DISCOVERY IN HARD COAL: 


Eleven New Veins Found by Boring 
Near Wilkesbarre, Pa., Which Are 
Not on Geological Charts. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., April 12.—[Special.]— 
Veins that indicate the greatest discovery 
of anthracite coal In Pennsylvania since the 
first general find have just been uncovered 
by the Lehigh and Wilkesbarre and Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western companies 
at a point near this city. Two bores, one of 
2,000 feet and the other of 2,300 feet, have 
just been completed. They passed through 
twenty-two veins. One was a continuation 
of the celebrated Mammoth vein of the 
Hazleton district, but eleven veins not pre- 
viously marked on the geological maps of the 
state were among the twenty-two pierced. 
These lie close together, from fifty to 700 feet 
surface. The other veins lie 
deeper. The discovery was made at a point 
three miles below this city, and the district 
comprises an area of more than 2,000 acres.

“There is no foundation for the report 
that Pecoy had resigned because he was 
not backed up in his efforts to maintain 
discipline,“ said Mr. Hirsch. He had been 
guilty of acts that were cause for his dis- 
missal. The statement that I have been 
making the uniforms for the park police- 
men is true. I have done so at the urgent 
request of both the policemen and of the 
commissioners. The uniforms have been 
furnished to the policemen at exactly cost. 
Because of my position on the board I pre- 
ferred not to have anything to do with 
the untforming of the men. But I was 
forced to by the board. I have no ill feel- 
ing against Pecoy whatever. But I do be- 
lieve that the truth should be known.“

KEEP OUT THE CRIPPLES. 

A lawyer suggests to the finance com- 
mittee of the county board that if the 
Cook county judges were to take shorter 
vacations it would not be necessary to call 
in outside judges to assist in hearing cases.

TRSURING AGAINST BaD DEBTS. 

Several recent failures in the business 
world have again called attention to the pos- 
sibility of minimizing the effect of such fail- 
ures by means of credit insurance. Almost 
every kind of.catastrophe is now shorn of 
its full powers of destruction by means of 
insurance of one kind or another. Why not 
deal with the catastrophe of insolvency in 


«the same way? 


When a firm fails, the firms to which it 
owes money are injured not only in their po- 
tential assets but in their commercial pres- 
tige. The firms to which they in turn owe 
money are alarmed. A owes B. Bowes C. 
A alls. B loses the money which A would 
have paid him. C, therefore, begins to feel 
afraid that B may not be able to meet his 
obligations. He begins to press B for pay- 
ment. B then gets after-his own debtors 
who are still solvent and insists upon imme- 
diate attention. So everybody wants every- 
body else to settle and one large failure may 
bring on a considerable panic. 

Ein object of credit-insurance is to pre- 
“veut & Sequence of this kind. Suppose that a 
man is insured against losses from bad 
debts. Suppose that one of his debtors fails. 
Without insurange his credit might be badly 
‘Maken and his creditors, thinking that he 
was in a dangerous financial condition, 
might begin to demand a prompt satisfac- 
tion of their claims. Being imsured, he is 
not exposed to any such embarrassing at- 
tack. He is able ta show that he has been 
Insured against Joss from bad debts, and 
that the credit insurance company stands 
ready to reimburse him to the full extent of 
his loss. With full credit insurance, there- 
fore, it would seem that the panic creating 
effect of n failure ought to be checked at th 


start. 


The first attempt to use credit insurance 
in this way Was made in England and in 
France about 200 years ago. Perhaps be- 
cause they lacked the information which is 
pow furnished by mercantile. agencies, the 


dered.’ This is the outcome of a suit 
brought by a plumber. Na member of the 
association would sell him supplies and 
he had to go elsewhere forthem. That in- 
volved increased expense and the loss of 
several profitable contracts. 

The justice of the decision cannot be 
questioned. It is clearly illegal for a com- 
bination of dealers to boycott a man who 
wishes to buy the goods they trade in be- 
cause he will not join their association or 
conform to arbitrary and unfair regulations 
they may wish to impose. The question is 
how far an order of court directed against 
such a boycott can be made effective. It is 


the right of an individual dealer to refuse 


to sell goods to a would-be customer. Heis 
not obliged to give a reason for his refusal. 
If he says: “I do.not want your trade” 
that ends the matter. Suppose an associa- 
tion like that of the dealers in plumbers’ 
supplies at St. Louis is dissolved, and yet 
each dealer who was a member of it con- 
tinues to refuse to sell goods to the man who 
was boycotted and says he does so simply 
because that is his right as an individual. 
Nomimally concert of action among the deal- 
ers is at an end, but practically it is not. 
Apparently. it would be the duty of the 
court, when it was notified of that suspi- 
cious unanimity of action, to summon the 
dealers before it, require each of them to 
give a reason for his refusal, and then con- 
sider the validity of the reason. If a dealer 
had the supplies which the customer wanted 
and that individual is good pay, a judge may 
consider it lawful under the circumstances 
ta order the dealer to deliver the goods. 
Otherwise the boycott will remain in force. 


“THE TYRANNY OF HUMOR.” 

The New York Evening Post uses the 
case of the late Charles Godfrey Leland, 
who is almost universally known by his

“The Tyranny of Humor,” in which it sets 
forth that as a people we have pushed 
humor to the extreme and that “a nation 


dominated by priestcraft or panic.“ 
As regards authors who have made a rep- 


that they are better known and longer re- 
membered by their humorous than by their 
serious work, but that condition of things 
is not confined to this country. le Mark 


Russell Lowell, are better known by their 
“Innocents Abroad,” The Luck of Roar- 
ing Camp,” and the Biglow Papers 
than by their serious work, the same dis- 
crimination has been made againsf authors 
abroad. Who knows “ Lewis Carroll” as 
a professor of mathematics? Who does not 
know him as the creator of Alice and the 
hunter of the snark? Who knows anything 
of the serious work of Tom Hood (with the 
exception of two poems), of Sydney Smith, 
of Dean Swift, of Douglas Jerrold; of 
Charles Lamb, even of Addison, as com- 
pared with Hood’s puns, Smith’s keen wit, 
Swift’s satire, Jerrold’s “Mrs. Caudle,” 
Lamb’s “roast pig,“ and Addison's Sir 
Roger de Coverley”? Alphonse Daudet 
wrote a long list of serious novels, with 
which some are familiar, but who does not 
know the “prodigious adventures” of 
“Tantarin of Tarascon”? Cervantes 
wrote eclogues, moral tales, poems, and 
plays,. but who can give the name of one 
of them? Who is aware that he wrote any- 
thing but “ Don Quixote”? Aristophanes 
wrote of religion and philosophy and‘rhet- 
oric, but the world knows him only by the 
wild wit of his comedies. The list of illus- 
trations of the general principle that humor 
survives longest might be extended almost 
indefinitely. 

It is fortunate, perhaps, that this is so, for 
while the extreme of humor may be tire- 
some, in reasonable degree it is a blessing 
It has saving grace. The Post says “ we 
cannot always be grinning through a horse 
collar.” That is not necessary, for grin- 
ning through a horse collar is pot neces- 
sarily an expression of humor. Rather it 
is that low order of buffoonery which is not

It is a relief from painful tensions and, as 
George Meredith insists, implies “a sane 
and true criticism of life.” If the sub- 
limated body ” of Lewis Carroll” could 
communicate with us he would undoubtedly 
express his lively satisfaction that he is re- 
membered by the “Jabberwock” and the 
“ Walrus and the Carpenter” rather than 
by any of his mathematical propositions. 


THE GOVERNOR AND THE JUSTICES. 

Of the men recommended by the county 
judges to the governor for appointment as 
justices of the peace, a majority are ac- 
ceptable, but among the men recommended 
are some who may be classified as poor or 
bad. The governor should exercise his pre- 
rogatiye and refuse to appoint such men. 
The judges will then have to make further 
recommendations, and by continuing the 
policy of rejecting the unfit nominees the 
governor can secure for the citizens of C 
cago fifty decent justices of the peace. 

Even if, the charter amendment is sub- 
mitted and is ratified, the justices now to be 
appointed will hold office for about three 
years at least. The governor, if he will, can 
mitigate the justice shopevil. The framers 
of the constitution assumed that the judges 
would make excellent recommendations, 


but deemed it advisable to let the governor | 


revise their work. It was a sensible pre- 
caution. The judges have too often been 
influenced by personal and political consid- 
erations in selecting nominees. They were 
thus influenced last week. It is to be hoped 


the governor will be bold enough to reject 


the unfit men, whether republicans or dem- 
ocrats, who have been recommended, and 
thereby do his duty to his Chicago constit-

Difficulties in Coal Trade. 

Regarding the situation in the coal market 
during the week the Black Diamond says: 

In the anthracite branch of the coal in- 
dustry trouble seems to occur with alarm- 
ing frequency. No sooner was the strike 
difficulty in the anthracite region arbitrated 
than there were other sources of annoyance. 
In the western trade business is almost at a 
standstill this week, owing to the strike of 
the firemen and oflers employed by the ves- 
Every prep- 
aration had been made for an early start in 
the movement of coal westward by water, 
and it was predicted two weeks ago that 
the tonnage moving by this time would as- 
sume considerable importance.

STOCKS ARE AT A LOW POINT. 


Nearly All Shares Show Drop in Quo- 
- tations During Last Week, Part- 
«dy Due to Merger Decision. 


IBT A SPRCIAL CORRESPONDENT .] 

NEW. YORK, April 12.—The stock ex- 
change resumes business tomorrow under 
the influence of last week's chief event—the 
Northern Securities decision. Upon last 
week's business fifty-three stocks and thirty- 
three bonds fell a full point or more, and only 


twenty stocks and six bonds made a similar | 


advance. 

If this showing leaves something to be 
desired in the way of encouragement to 
nervous investors and operators, it may be 
found in the stability shown under the severe 
test of the unexpected announcement of an 
event of such actual importance and far 
reaching rs for harm. 


Whatever the course — the market it can- 
not alter 4 facts—that the market has 
had a long decline, the bad news seems to 
be all out, the monetary situation is im- 
proving, business is good and ought to 
be better, if that be possible, with fresh 
wealth to be or from the soil to a total 
promising to ex last year’s $5,000,000,000. 
This ought to absorb the surplus, which 
should so absorb the undigested securities 
which are fit to be absorbed, and less appre- 
hension might be 


The market ahowed stability under the 
shock it received and even Northern Se- 
curities ranged within less than 4 points and 
‘recovered nearly half its decline. The gen- 
eral market fell about 2 points. Industrials, 
which previously had made a low record, the 
year average as computed by the Wall street 
Journal being 62.090, actually advanced a 
little after the announcement, although ob- 
viously in spite of it, and not because of it. 
The average railways declined nearly half a 
point, but the low of March 30 of 108.76 re- 
mains the year’s record. 


— 
This tale of gloom has little to do with 
events. outside of Wall street, as in any re- 


cent period. The government reports tell of | 


an almost perfect condition in winter wheat 


upon an unprecedented acreage. The usual 


deterioration due to the progress of the sea- 
som might easily reduce the excess of 173,- 
000,000 bu indicated above last year by a 
larger percentage than usual and still leave 
a record breaking harvest. Until then the 
railway traffic managers say that it is all 
they can do to carry the traffic in sight and 
by that time the improvements in equipment 
may suffice to prevent such a congestion as 
now operates to make’ the unprecedented 

earnings scarcely more profitable than 
the smaller volume of other years. 

The Financia] Chronicle makes the increase 
in the gross for March $8,021,817, or 1442 
per cent, against 9.40 for January. April 
opened with the production of pig iron 
1,626,205 tons, with indications of capacity 
of 20,000,000 in the near future. These are 
record figures, but ere less significant than 
that there is no pHing up of stocks.

BY AN INVENTIVE CROOK. 


Ingenious Contrivance of Wire round in 
Tube in Stock Exchange Building 
Starts Search for ena. 


Some inventive crook is 
from the mail chutes in the big office build- 
ings of Chicago, and so far the efforts of the 
postoffice department to catch him have 
failed, though they found his invention in 
the big mail box at the bottom of the chute 
in the Stock Exchange building. ' 

The invention is a wire letter trap.“ It 
is about five feet long and is composed of two 


top and bottom. A contrivance with two 
jaws is set on a pivot at the botto k the 
two parallel wires, while at the top two 
wires are bent out in Y shape. 

This device is dropped into a mall chute, 
usually on the third or fourth floor. The arms 
of the Y” spriag outward and catch the 
sides of the metal box, and the trap stops 
just below the floor level. The contrivance 
is then ready for business. Despite the fact 
that the fronts of the chutes are of glass, the 
machine is hidden, the Y being inside the 
metal box, the parallel wires invisible against 
the sides, and the trap proper concealed be- 
low the floor. 

Letters dropped from the floors above are 
caught in the trap, which, when it has 
stopped several letters, is tripped by 
their weight and turns downward, the jaws 
being clamped tightly on the lettera by the 
spring which is released when the trap 
turns over. The crook then watches his op- 
portunity, and when no one is looking in- 
serts a grappler into the letter box and pulls 
out the machine with the letters. 

The machine does not interfere with the 
passage of letters after the trap is full, 
so it can be left in the chute for an indefinite 
time, but a few days ago a letter was torn 
from its fastenings, and landed in the mail 
box in the Stock Exchange building, giving 
the postoffice officials proof that robberies 
were being perpetrated.

Vicomte de Case Writes of the Great 
Paris Racing Circle 
“The Souvenirs of the vicomte de Case, 
the doyen ainé of the Jockey club of Paris, 
will be published in England and the United 
States in 1904. The vicomte de Caze, like 
his cousin, the duke de Grammont, was 
much in evidence in the pleasanter days pre- 
2 the usurpation by Louls Philippe; 
and he is the eldest of the founding members 
for the encouraging of equitation,’’ after- 
wards the Jockey dub.“ The souvenirs 
have been given into the hands of Mr Ar- 
thur Grey for translation for the British 
and American edition. She, with the coun- 
teas de Caze, will also conduct. the special 
Paris Cercle.“ a first edition de luxe by 
subscription only. The Memoirs are rich 
in unprinted (hitherto) matter, grave and 
gay, for the De Caze family has been for 
many centuries in the royal annale of the.

The grandfather of the author of the 
memoirs was the leader of the Vendéau in- 
surrection, and his grandmother was the 
bonne-camarade of the marquis de la 
Rochejaquelein—the former who was such 
a capital amateur actress that, dressed as 
> cowgirl on the home farm, in blue jeans, 
with yellow, matted hair, parleyed with the 
soldiers who were out for the price that 
Robespierre put on her head, and who de- 
clared her too stupid a peasant to know 
the way to her mouth.“ The late count de 
Caze (De Villeneux Etang) was the friend 
and executor of the duchess of Angouléme, 
the only daughter of Marie Antoinette, and 
father to the author of these souvenirs. 
Three chapters deal with the Paris Jockey 
club, and as the vicomte de Case has been 
a member for sixty-seven years, these show 
a brilliant roll of names best known in social 
contemporary history and give a series of 
pictures, with at times a deep focus of
